Guatemala Is the most populous of 


the five republic!), having a population 
of nearly two million souls. Salvador 
to the only other state with a million 
people. Guatemala has the densest 
population with the exception of Sal- 
vador, and is the only one of the re- 
pnbllca with an export trade amount- 
ing to more than ten millions dollars a 
year. Coffee Is Its principal article of 
export, although tropical fruK*. pre- 
clou* and dye-wood* and minerals add 
much to the total of the* thing* it ha* 
to «ey. 


There are three principal cla»»es of 


people In Guatemala—the whites; who 
are mainly Spaniards and Americana; 
the Indians, 
who have 
maintained 


their racial integrity through four oen- 
turtes of white domination; and the 
Ladlnos, who a,re a kind of racial j«m- 
T>ie, with the blood of three wt the 
five great races of mankind in their 
veins. The 'Whites are exclusive and 
are unpopular with the ^adinos, who 
are in turn hated by the Indians. Tlys 
whites are cultured, but fond of ease 
and luxury. The Ladlnos work, but 
the Indians shirk *s long as necessity 
will pen«tt. The latter refuse to be 
civilized, an«J their main way of mak- 
ing money la by competing with the 
tittle Guatemalan donkey* as freight 
carrier*. 


Bands of Indian* cowe Into the cities 


bearing all sorts of burdens on their 
backs or heads. They have a Queer 
custom of trotting like horses for long 
distance*, keeping step as they' go. 
One may be earylng a cupboard, an- 
other a *ofa, another a bureau, an- 
other a bartel, and aiwthcr a lot of 
chicken*. 
Sometimes an Indian, his 


mute and hi* wife travel together, each 
well laden. The womlr. nmjrhave a 
load on her head ana V l^by on her 
hip. Mo*t of the men have a mecapal 
and net. the mecapal being a band 
around the forehead, to which the net
